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Former  teacher  explores  new  career 

The  Explorer's  Club  offers  various  day  camps  for  youth 


Beach 
bonfires 
'good  to  go' 
for  rest  of 
summer 
season 

Bonfires  at  Ocean  Beach  can 
continue  throughout  the  summer 
season  because  it  would  take  at 
least  several  months  to  change 
the  policy,  a  move  that  is  still  un¬ 
certain. 

The  Golden  Gate  National 
Recreation  Area  (GGNRA)  re¬ 
cently  finished  taking  public 
comments  on  whether  or  not  to 
continue  letting  the  public  have 
bonfires  at  the  beach.  Currently, 
fires  are  restricted  to  the  area 
west  of  Golden  Gate  Park,  be¬ 
tween  Fulton  Street  and  Lincoln 
Way. 

,  The  decision  will  be  made  by 
Brian  O’Neil,  the  superintendent 
of  the  GGNRA.  Currently,  staff 
is  compiling  the  results  from  the 
public  comment  period  for  the 
proposed  change.  It  is  hoped  the 
results  can  be  presented  at  a  pub¬ 
lic  meeting  July  10,  according  to 
Rudy  Evenson,  the  GGNRA’s 
Ocean  Beach  project  managci. 

One  of  the  problems  at  the 
beach,  Evenson  said,  is  debris 
left  over  after  pallets  and  other 
wood  objects  are  burned.  The  de¬ 
bris  contains  hails,  creosote  and 
other  items  that  can  cause  health 
problems. 

Some  residents  living  near  the 
beach  have  complained  about 
smoke,  noise  and  rowdy  people 
attending  the  bonfires. 

Before  O’Neil  makes  a  deci¬ 
sion  concerning  bonfires  on  the 
beach,  there  will  be  an  internal 
meeting  of  GGNRA  staff  and  a 
meeting  with  San  Francisco  offi¬ 
cials  to  get  their  feedback, 
Evenson  said. 

If  he  decides  to  change  the 
beach  fire  policy,  O’Neil  would 
have  to  publicize  his  intentions  in 
the  Federal  Register.  After  a  60 
day  comment  period,  O’Neil 
would  have  to  publicize  the  pro¬ 
posed  policy  change  and  wait  30 
days  for  the  public  to  comment. 

The  bonfire  issue  garnered 
public  attention  when  the  SF 
Commission  on  the  Environment 
passed  a  resolution  in  2002  call¬ 
ing  for  an  end  to  the  fires.

Susan  Edward’s  knowledge  of 
the  Bay  Area  and  her  experience 
working  with  children  has  helped 
make  her  tour  company.  The 
Explorer’s  Club,  a  success.  Her 
passion  for  exploring  -  “keeping 
our  eyes,  ears  and  hearts  open  to 
the  world  around  us”  -  has  also 
made  it  an  enjoyable  way  to 
make  a  living. 

“This  is  what  I  really  like  to 
do,”  Edwards  told  a  small  crowd 
that  had  come  to  get  ideas  about 
what  to  do  with  their  kids  during 
the  summer,  at  the  Parkside 
Branch  Library  June  7. 

Edwards  started  The 
Explorer’s  Club  eight  years  ago 
following  a  career  in  teaching. 
Her  company  now  offers  day 
trips  in  a  15-passenger  van  for 
children  and  families,  students 
and  adults,  and  customized  tours 
for  groups  with  special  interests. 

“Our  specialties  are  the  natu¬ 
ral  history,  political  science,  art 
history  and  hterary  history  of  San 
Francisco  and  the.  Bay  Area,  but 
we  can  design  a  tour  for  any  cur¬ 
riculum,”  Edwards  said. 

The  club  has  not  escaped  no¬ 
tice,  earning  the  highest  rating  in 
Frommers  International  Travel 
Guide’s  “San  Francisco  with 
Kids”  category,  and  a  “Best  In 
San  Francisco”  award  from  San 
Francisco  Magazine, 

While  her  familiarity  with  the 
area  gives  her  a  wide  range  of 
places  and  activities  to  choose 
from,  she  also  introduces  many 
interesting  people  into  her  sto¬ 
ries. 

“I  like  nearby  public  places 


that  don’t  cost  a  lot  of  money,  no 
further  than  a  30  to  45  minute 
drive  away,”  she  said. 

Some  of  her  favorite  places 
include  the  hidden  trails  of  the 
Marin  Headlands,  the  beaches 
and  tide  pools  along  the  San 
Mateo  coast,  Chinatown,  the 
Presidio,  and  the  parks  and  trails 
of  Mt.  Tamalpais. 

She  has  programs  specially 
designed  for  five  year  olds,  6-9 
year  olds,  and  10-12  year  olds. 
The  programs  reflect  her  experi¬ 
ence  as  a  teacher  with  Head  Start 
and  as  a  director  of  several  other 
children’s  programs. 

“We  operate  about  30  weeks 


The  Safety  Network,  in  an  ef¬ 
fort  to  engage  the  community  on 
public  safety  issues,  organized 
and  implemented  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  survey  of  community  per¬ 
ceptions  of  safety  in  San 
Francisco. 

In  the  course  of  one-month. 
Safety  Network  organizers  ad¬ 
ministered  approximately  2,400 
surveys,  making  it  one  of  the 
largest  community-driven  efforts 
on  public  safety. 

Feeling  safe  is  one  of  the  fun¬ 
damental  elements  of  having  a 
healthy  community,  and  in  the 


out  of  the  year,  and  we  work  with 
different  school  calendars  to  ac¬ 
commodate  their  schedules. 
Some  private  schools,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  like  the  Chinese  and  French 
and  Jewish  schools,  have  differ¬ 
ent  holidays  than  the  public 
schools  do,”  Edwards  said.

Cronkite,  the  Bay  Area 
Discovery  Museum  in  the  north 


course  of  administering  the  sur¬ 
vey,  our  orgtmizers  found  what  is 
most  important  to  community 
members  is  having  a  feeling  of 
safety  and  well  being  in  their 
neighborhood. 

Working  with  Patrick  Seid,  a 
fellow  community  organizer  at 
the  Richmond  District  based 
Richmond  Area  Multi-Services, 
Inc.,  we  collectively  outreached 
to  about  50  groups,  including 
neighborhood  groups,  merchant’s 
associations,  faith-based  groups, 
schools,  homeless  people,  and 
community-based  organizations 


bay.  Moss  Beach  and  the 
Fitzgerald  Marine  Preserve,  and 
Muir  Woods. 

She  also  does  an  insider’s  tour 
of  Chinatown,  which  includes  a 
visit  to  a  Buddhist  Temple,  a  for¬ 
tune  cookie  factory,  open  mar¬ 
kets,  herbal  and  pastry  shops,  and 
learning  about  the  history  and 
folklore  of  Chinatown. 

As  a  former  educator, 
Edwards  believes  in  incorporat¬ 
ing  learning  along  with  traveling 
and  having  fun. 

“Our  programs  are  packed 
with  fun,  hands-on  learning  op¬ 


to  administer  the  survey. 

In  the  Richmond  District  resi¬ 
dents  and  merchants  completed  a 
total  of  314  surveys.  Of  those,  38 
percent  were  male  and  62  percent 
were  female  and  the  average  age 
of  survey  respondents  was  48. 
For  the  ethnic  breakdown,  57 
percent  of  survey  respondents 
self-identified  as  Asian,  30  per¬ 
cent  Caucasian,  4  percent 
African  American  and  9  percent 
others. 

Nearly  40.3  percent  of 
Richmond  community  mem.bers 
reported  feeling  somewhat  un¬ 
safe  in  their  neighborhood,  with 
62  percent  of  respondents  report¬ 
ing  that  they  had  either  experi¬ 
enced  or  had  been  exposed  to 
some  form  of  unsafe  event.  Some 
of  the  most  frequently  witnessed 
unsafe  events  were:  speeding 
cars;  assault;  drug  use;  robberies 
and  loitering.  Others  included 
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gun  violence,  domestic  violence, 
harassment  and  pedestrian  in¬ 
juries. 

The  top  three  places  where 
Richmond  respondents  felt  the 
least  safe  were:  public  transr 
portation  (61.1%),  neighborhood 
parks  (57%),  and  on  the  streets 
(44.6%). 

Richmond  respondents’  opin¬ 
ions  on  the  top  factors  that  con¬ 
tribute  to  their  sense  of  feeling 
unsafe  in  their  neighborhoods 
were  traffic  and  speeding  cars,  a 
lack  of  community  and  neighbor 
interaction,  dark  streets  at  night, 
and  narrow  sidewalks. 

Survey  participants  were  also 
asked  to  recommend  ways  to  im¬ 
prove  safety  in  their  neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

Richmond  District  residents’ 
recommendations  were: 
Implementing  traffic  calming 
strategies;  improving  the  means 
of  communication  among  com¬ 
munity  members,  city  services, 
faith-based  groups  and  communi¬ 
ty  based  organizations;  better  lit, 
cleaner  parks  and  streets. 

Overall,  nearly  44  percent  of 
San  Francisco  community  mem¬ 


bers  reported  feeling  somewhat 
unsafe  or  unsafe  in  their  neigh¬ 
borhood,  with  one  third  reporting 
they  had  either  experienced  or 
had  been  exposed  to  some  form 
of  unsafe  event. 

Summarizing  the  survey  re¬ 
sults  from  all  12  San  Francisco 
districts,  public  transportation, 
local  parks  and  the  streets  were 
also  listed  as  the  main  areas  in 
their  neighborhoods  where  peo¬ 
ple  felt  unsafe. 

San  Francisco  community 
members  listed  the  following 
factors  as  being  the  main  issues 
contributing  to  their  feeling  un¬ 
safe  in  their  neighborhoods: 
gangs,  unemployment,  lack  of 
police,  the  availability  of  guns, 
traffic  and  speeding  cars. 

Based  on  our  survey,  the  most 
unsafe  neighborhoods  were  the 
Bayview-Hunters  Point,  Tender¬ 
loin  and  Mission  District,  where 
more  than  50  percent  of  respon¬ 
dents  said  they  feel  unsafe.  In 
these  areas,  community  members 
listed  drugs,  gangs  and  unem¬ 
ployment  as  the  main  contribut¬ 
ing  factors  to  their  feeling  un¬ 
safe. 

The  following  recommenda¬ 
tions  from  San  Francisco  survey 


respondents  reinforce  the  need 
fof  more  services  to  our  neigh¬ 
borhoods,  especially  in  those 
neighborhoods  hardest  hit  by 
crime  and  violence,  the  Bayviewr 
Hunters  Point,  Tenderloin  and 
Mission. 

First  of  all,  survey  respon¬ 
dents  placed  an  emphasis  on  im¬ 
proving  the  relationship  with  po¬ 
lice  officers.  They  recommend 
periodic  community  town  hall 
meetings  with  police  and  City  of¬ 
ficials;  increasing  police  patrols 
on  bikes,  foot  and  on  public 
transportation;  integrating  police 
officers  with  schools  and  com¬ 
munity  centers 

Second,  survey  respondents 
were  able  to  make  a  link  between 
positive  opportunities  for  youth 
and  neighborhood  safety.  They 
recommend  prioritizing  youth 
development  programs  in  the  ar¬ 
eas  of  cultural  enhancement,  arts, 
sports  and  entertainment  and  by 
enhancing  professional  develop¬ 
ment  and  employment  trainirig. 

Additionally,  since  San 
Francisco  is  a  city  that  has  a  rich 
history  of  supporting  its  diverse 
communities,  survey  respondents 
were  consistent  in  their  support 
of  language  education  and  immi¬ 


gration  services;  services  for  se¬ 
niors;  promotion  of  faith-based 
groups  and  services  to  connect 
families  and  communities. 

The  Safety  Network  believes 
that  everyone  has  the  right  to  feel 
safe,  and  through  this  communi¬ 
ty-driven  process,  the  organiza¬ 
tion  aims  to  directly  engage  the 
community  in  identifying  and 
solving  public  safety  issues  on  a 
district  and  citywide  level. 
Safety  Network  organizers  will 
be  working  with  community 
leaders  to  prioritize  recommen¬ 
dations  and  to  develop  an  action 
plan. 

The  National  Council  of 
Crime  and  Delinquency  (NCCD) 
was  commissioned  to  create  the 
survey  and  provide  the  data  anal¬ 
ysis  for  the  report.  The  Safety 
Network  Program  is  funded 
through  the  Mayor’s  Office  of 
Criminal  Justice.

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portunities  and  time  to  play.  We 
learn  through  play  and  careful 
observation,”  she  said. 

There  are  various  activities, 
including  building  a  fort,  explor¬ 
ing  a  tide  pool,  dry  pressing 
flowers  and  leaves,  picking 
strawberries  at  an  organic  farm 
and  kayaking. 

“Our  groups  are  small 
enough,  about  1 3,  and  with  a  low 
teacher-student  ratio,  we  can 
bring  out  the  creativity  and  sense 
of  wonder  in  each  child.  We 
teach  the  children  to  assume 
stewardship  of  the  area  and  how 
to  respect  and  take  care  of  the  en¬ 
vironment.  Everywhere  you  go, 
there  is  something  to  teach 
them,”  she  said. 

But  The  Explorer’s  Club  is 
not  just  for  children.  There  is 
also  an  array  of  options  for  adults 
and  students  that  can  suit  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  tastes,  as  well  as  cus¬ 
tomized  excursions. 

“The  adult  group  tours  are 
personalized  for  travelers  without 
children,  and  we  can  provide 
childcare  while  the  parents  tour 
at  an  adult  pace,”  she  said. 

Some  of  her  trips  for  adults 
have  ranged  from  visiting  art  mu¬ 
seums,  galleries  and  art  supply 
houses  for  art  aficionados,  enjoy¬ 
ing  an  eclectic  mix  of  musical 
performances,  such  as  symphony, 
jazz  clubs,  and  coffeehouse  blue- 
grass  jams  for  music  fans,  and  a 
tour  of  Bay  Area  colleges  and 
universities  for  prospective  stu¬ 
dents.

Crackdown  on  Concourse  traffic 


To  promote  the  “pedestrian- 
friendly”  Music  Concourse  ap¬ 
proved  by  San  Francisco  voters 
in  the  Golden  Gate  Park 
Revitalization  Act  of  1998,  reso¬ 
lutions  were  passed  by  the 
Golden  Gate  Park  Concourse 
Authority,  SF  Recreation  and 
Park  Commission,  and  the  SF 
Board  of  Supervisors  prohibiting 
drive-through  automotive  traffic 


in  the  Music  Concourse. 

As  of  late  June,  drivers  on  Tea 
Garden  and  Music  Concourse 
drives  neither  picking  up  nor 
dropping  off  patrons  in  the 
Concourse  will  be  issued  a  $103 
citation  by  park  patrol  officers. 

Enforcement  of  the  new  pro¬ 
gram  is  intended  as  another  step 
towards  realizing  the  pedestrian 
oasis  envisioned  by  voters  in 


1998.  For  drivers  crossing  the 
park,  the  Concourse  Authority 
recommends  using  Crossover 
Drive;  Stanyan  Street;  and 
Middle  Drive  East  to  Martin 
Luther  King,  Jr.  Drive.

Thank  you  for  your  June  com¬ 
mentary,  praising  the  mayor  and  four 
supervisors  who  recently  prevented 
the  closure  of  the  eastern  end  of 
Golden  Gate  Park  to  vehicular  traffic 
on  Saturdays.  Key  Outer  Richmond 
groups,  identified  with  Ocean  Beach, 
Sutro  Heights  Park,  Lincoln  Park 
and  Lands  End,  were  among  the 
many  citywide  that  wrote  and  testi¬ 
fied  against  the  misguided  closure 


idea. 

Your  colunm  covered  the  main  is¬ 
sues:  Half  of  all  weekends  (Sundays) 
are  already  closed;  Vehicular  traffic 
and  parking  on  Sundays  are  diverted 
to  adjoining  neighborhoods; 
Normally  heavy  Saturday  traffic  and 
north/south  traffic  gridlock  would  be 
exacerbated;  The  expensive  parking 
garage  does  not  serve  all;  Voters 
have  twice  rejected  Saturday  clo¬ 
sures;  Public  testimony  on  this  plan 
was  severely  limited  and  disrespect¬ 
ed;  Many  families  with  children,  se¬ 
niors  and  disabled  citizens  would  be 
prevented  from  visiting  or  working 
in  the  park  on  weekend  days; 

Cultural  instimtions  in  the  park  al¬ 
ready  lose  much-needed  revenue 
during  Sunday  closures;  reducing 
Saturday  revenues,  as  well,  would 
threaten  their  viability  and  communi¬ 
ty  services;  When  the  Academy  of 
Sciences  re-opens,  the  need  for 
broad  public  access  on  weekends 
will  increase;  Since  neither  the  DPT 
nor  Rec/Park  has  collected  baseline 
data  on  park  usage,  the  deceptive¬ 
ness  of  the  “trial  period”  scheme  is 
apparent;  Our  City  has  other  recre¬ 
ation  areas  which  could  serve  bicy¬ 
clists  on  Saturdays. 

Unfortunately,  your  closing  para¬ 
graphs  advocated  another  unin¬ 
formed  suggestion:  “If  proponents  of 
Saturday  closures  are  smart,  they 
will  propose  closing  roads  in  the 
western  end  of  the  park.” 

Those  of  us  who  live  and  work  in 
this  area  know  that  every  Saturday 
morning,  the  west  end  of  Golden 
Gate  Park  is  lined  with  parked  cars, 
as  people  come  from  miles  around 
for  school-sports  events,  including 
rugby  matches,  organized  running 
and  biking  for  health  and  charity, 
picnics,  archery,  golf  and  more. 

On  many  Sundays,  park  roads 
and  the  Great  Highway  are  closed  to 
accommodate  large-scale  events, 
such  as  the  Bay  to  Breakers.  Any 
surmy  day  or  holiday  draws  huge  in¬ 
fluxes  of  visitors. 

We  observe  that  recreational 
users  and  civic  plarmers  often  ignore 
two  inconvenient  realities: 

1)  Large  natural  areas,  such  as 
Ocean  Beach,  Lands  End  and 
Golden  Gate  Park  are  not  unspoiled 
nature  preserves.  Recreational  users 
leave  great  impacts  on  them  and  on 
adjacent  residential  areas. 

2)  Traffic  congestion  is  not  legis¬ 
lated  away;  it  is  diverted.  Until  pub¬ 
lic  transport  is  expanded  immensely 
and  until  we  own  less  vehicles  per 
household,  San  Francisco  streets  will 
be  clogged.  Many  vehicles  carry 
families,  surfers,  golfers,  cyclists 
with  their  gear;  seniors  who  carmot 
walk  far;  and  workers  who  carmot 
get  to  work  on  public  transport.  In 
our  area,  commuters  have  greatly  in¬ 
creased  traffic  on  the  Great  Highway 
and  Fulton  Street. 

An  outdated  Golden  Gate  Park 
plan  still  proposes  to  close  some 
roads  in  the  west  end,  thus  diverting 
traffic  to  busy,  dangerous  thorough¬ 
fares  and  restricting  park  access  for 
many,  including  children,  seniors, 
and  the  disabled. 

Thank  you  for  your  concern  for 
our  public  welfare.

Carrying  Concealed 
Weapon,  Possession  of 
Hallucinogenic  for  Sale:  June

Drive  in  Golden  Gate  Park 

Two  plainclothes  police  offi¬ 
cers  were  driving  in  Golden  Gate 
Park.  Their  main  focus  was  on 
crime  suppression  in  areas  of  the 
park  where  there  has  been  an  in¬ 
crease  in  auto  burglaries. 

The  officers  observed  a  male 
wearing  a  ski  jacket  and  back¬ 
pack  in  the  parking  lot  on  a 
warm,  sunny  day.  The  male  im¬ 
mediately  took  notice  of  the  offi¬ 
cers’  unmarked  patrol  vehicle 
and  turned  in  its  direction  several 
times.  The  officers  agreed  they 
should  make  contact  with  the 
male.  One  of  the  officers,  who 
could  easily  be  identified  as  an 
officer  by  his  police  star  hanging 
from  his  neck,  approached  the 
suspect  and  said,-  “I’m  a  police 
officer.  Now  take  your  hand  out 
of  your  pocket. 

“I’m  going  to  pat  you  down 
for  your  safety,  as  well  as  mine, 
so  don’t  pull  away  again.” 

The  suspect  pulled  away,  after 
which  the  officer  warned  him  not 
to  try  that  again  and  to  remove 
his  hand  from  his  pocket. 

The  suspect,  according  to  the 
police  report,  repeatedly  stated: 
“You’re  violating  my  civil  rights, 
and  I  want  my  lawyer.  You  can’t 
touch  me,  and  I  don’t  have  to  tell 
you  who  I  am.”

Firecrackers,  rockets  and  M- 
80s  (equal  to  a  quarter-stick  of 
dynamite)  are  explosives  and  are 
unpredictable.  Even  fireworks 
considered  to  be  “safe  and  sane” 
are  dangerous.  The  term  safe  and 
sane  usually  means  fireworks 
that  do  not  fly  or  explode. 
Fountains,  sparklers,  smoke 
balls,  snakes,  ground  spinners, 
pinwheels  and  trick  noisemakers, 
including  some  crackling  ground 
items,  are  included  in  the  safe 
and  sane  category.  However,  they 
can  be  dangerous. 

In  2004,  there  were  300  chil¬ 
dren  under  the  age  of  five  that 
were  hurt  by  sparklers.  No  one 
would  dream  of  handing  a  burn¬ 
ing  torch  to  a  child,  but  handing 
a  child  a  sparkler  burning  at 
1,800  degrees  is  exactly  what 
you  are  doing. 

Although  some  surrounding 
cities  in  the  Bay  Area  may  sell 
fireworks  as  a  fundraiser  for  their 
county,  the  SF  Police  Department 
has  a  zero  tolerance  policy  for  all 
fireworks  -  except  those  permit¬ 
ted  in  a  pyrotechnic  show. 

There  are  many  creative  ways 
to  have  a  safe  suinmer  celebra¬ 
tion  during  the  Forth  of  July 
weekend.  The  City  is  sponsoring 
a  free  celebration  on  the  north¬ 
eastern  waterfront,  from  pier  39 
to  Aquatic  Park.  The  spectacular 
fireworks  will  be  displayed  at 
about  9:30  p.m.  You  can  watch 
the  fireworks  or  have  a  picnic  or 
stay  home  and  barbeque  with 
friends.  Whatever  you  do,  stay 
safe  and  enjoy  the  holiday.

Traffic  Alert 

In  1998,  the  voters  of  San 
Francisco  approved  the  Golden 
Gate  Park  Revitalization  Act 
(Proposition  J),  which  provided 
for  the  construction  of  an  under¬ 
ground  parking, facility  in  the 
Music  Concourse  area  of  Golden 
Gate  Park.  This  proposition  was 
approved  by  58  percent  of  the 
voters.  The  Golden  Gate  Park 
Concourse  Authority,  the  SF 
Recreation  and  Park 
Commission,  and  the  SF  Board 
of  Supervisors  approved  the 
pedestrian-friendly  program, 
which  prohibits  cut-through  auto¬ 
mobile  traffic  in  the  Music 
Concourse. 

The  Concourse  Authority  an¬ 
nounced  that  citations  will  be  is¬ 
sued  to  drivers  of  vehicles  on  Tea 
Garden  and  Music  Concourse 
Drives.  If  vehicles  are  not,  either 
picking-up  or  dropping-oIT  pa¬ 
trons  in  the  Concourse,  a  $103 
citation  will  be  issued  by  Park 
Patrol  at  all  timeWbr  cut-through 
traffic  in  the  Music  Concourse. 
Enforcement  has  already  begun.

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Band  plays  tribute  to  genius  of 
Thelonious  Monk  at  local  cafe

Every  other  Monday  since 
1999,  Simple  Pleasures  cafe  has 
hosted  Monk’s  Music  Trio, 
which,  according  to  trio  drummer 
and  band  leader  Chuck 
Bernstein,  is  the  longest  running 
Thelonious  Monk  repertoire  band 
in  the  history  of  jazz  (as  indicat¬ 
ed  by  recordings). 

“Monk’s  music  demands  100 
percent  of  you.  He  will  bust  your 
ass,”  Bernstein  .said. 

“We  have  recorded  a  lot  of 
tunes  that  (musicians)  wouldn’t 
touch  with  a  10-foot  pole  -  be¬ 
cause  of  the  difficulty  involved,” 
he  said. 

Monk,  one  of  the  greatest  jazz 
pianists  of  the  20th  century, 
stressed  fwo  things,  Bernstein 
said.  First,  the  music  “got  to 
swing”  (Monk  would  sometimes 
step  away  from  the  piano  to 
dance  when  his  band  was  play¬ 
ing);  second,  the  melody  is 
supremely  important. 

According  to  Bernstein,  in¬ 
stead  of  using  sheet  music.  Monk 
taught  it  instrumentally  to  his 
band  members,  sometimes  at  live 
venues. 

Keeping  with  the  tradition  of 
rehearsing  in  front  of  a  live  audi¬ 
ence,  Monk’s  Music  Trio  often 
uses  Simple  Pleasures  to  break-in 
new  material  -  which  is  "the  best 
way  to  break  it  in,”  said 
Bernstein.  The  audience  enjoys 
the  music,  often  without  knowing 
that  it  is  witnessing  an  ongoing 
process,  the  seamlessness  of 
which  is  made  possible  by  the  in¬ 
dividual  virtuosity  and  compati¬ 
bility  of  the  three  players. 

The  group’s  third  and  most  re¬ 
cent  album,  “Monk’s  Bones,” 
features  trombonists  Roswell 
Rudd  and  Max  Perkoff  (son  of 
pianist  and  musical  director  Si 
Perkoff). 

Using  two  trombones  for 
those  tracks  has  never  been  done 


before,  Bernstein  said.  And,  at 
the  beginning  of  a  track  called 
“Friday  the  13th,”  Bernstein 
plays  a  berimbau,  an  old  African 
instrument  that  looks  like  a  big 
bow.  The  sound  is  somewhere 
between  Indian  sitar  music  and 
Mississippi  Delta  blues. 

“It’s  taken  time  for  me  to  get 
my  own  slant  on  Monk,”  said 
Bernstein,  for  whom  the  question 
is:  “How  do  I  keep  the  essence  of 
Monk  and  still  do  what  I  want  to 
do?” 

At  its  peak,  “Monk’s  Bones” 
was  the  lOth  most  played  jazz  al¬ 
bum  on  the  radio,  according  to 
Bernstein, 

Si  Perkoff  is  the  only  member 
of  the  trio  who  actually  met 
Monk. 

“One  of  the  first  memories  1 
have  of  being  with  Monk  is  here 
in  San  Francisco  (in  the  early 
’60s),”  Perkoff  said.  “He  came  to 
one  of  the  after-hours  jazz  places 
where  I  was  playing  and  he  was 
at  my  house  at  least  once  or 
twice. 

At  my  piano,  he  showed  me 


the  correct  chords  to  a  couple  of 
his  tunes.  It  was  just  the  two  of 
us,”  he  said. 

When  Perkoff  was  hanging 
out  with  Monk,  Sam  Bevan,  the 
trio’s  bass  player,  was  not  born 
yet.  Bevan  is  in  his  30s.  His  mu¬ 
sical  training  began  at  an  early 
age  with  classical  and  jazz  piano, 
but  he  swung  his  attention  to¬ 
ward  the  bass  after  attending  a 
reggae  concert. 

Bernstein  and  Perkoff  are  both 
seasoned  jazz  players  in  their  60s 
who  still  manage  to  grow  as  mu¬ 
sicians. 

Perkoff  has  studied  classical 
piano  since  the  age  of  7  and  jazz 
keyboard  harmony  since  his  20s. 

Bernstein  sang  in  a  junior 
choir  in  his  synagogue.  He  then 
took  up  drums  as  a  student  at 
George  Washington  High  School 
and  became  immersed  in  jazz. 

Beside  Monk,  jazz  pianists 
like  Bud  Powell  and  Horace 
Silver  have  greatly  influenced 
Perkoff.

Improving  services,  programs 


According  to  a  recent  report 
by  the  controller's  office,  the  city 
of  San  Francisco  has  ait  addition¬ 
al  $7.68  million  of  funding  for 
the  ’06-'07  fiscal  year  budget.  Of 
this  amount,  $3.65  million  is 
available  for  the  General  Fund, 
which  is  our  primary  funding 
source  for  the  city’s  programs 
and  projects.  This  is  great  news 
given  the  budget  shortfalls  from 
previous  years. 

In  order  for  the  City  to  pro¬ 
vide  quality  public  services  like 
public  transportation,  we  have  to 
enforce  the  laws  that  are  on  the 
books.  For  example,  the  city 
charges  a  25  percent  parking  tax 
on  owners  that  operate  parking 
stations.  The  parking  tax  is  di¬ 
vided,  40  percent  for  Muni  and 
60  percent  for  the  general  fund. 
With  the  recent  service  cuts  and 
increased  transit  rider  fares  last 
year.  Muni  is  in  dire  need  of  ad¬ 
ditional  revenue. 

1  recently  introduced  legisla¬ 
tion  that  would  help  the  City  ful¬ 
ly  collect  parking  taxes. 
Currently,  most  parking  lot  oper¬ 
ators  must  use  revenue  control 
equipment  (RCE)  to  issue  park¬ 
ing  receipts.  However,  the  City 
does  not  have  a  way  to  check  the 
equipment  for  compliance. 

My  legislation  outlines  the 
parking  revenue  control  equip¬ 
ment  requirements  for  each  type 
of  parking  lot,  which  will  allow 
the  treasurer  (the  tax  collector)  to 
improve  his  auditing  function. 

It  also  creates  an  inspections 
scheme  that  assists  with  both 
revenue  collection  and  consumer 
protection,  whereby,  the 
Treasurer/Tax  Collector  will  con¬ 
duct  spot  inspections  to  ensure 
that  equipment  is  compliant, 
functioning,  and  that  parking  op¬ 
erators  are  forwarding  tax  money 
to  the  City. 

The  legislation  also  calls  for  a 
complete  citywide  survey  of 
parking  lot  operations  so  that  we 
have  updated  data  for  more  than 
600  parking  facilities  located  and 
operating  in  the  City. 

The  legislation  affects  the 
City’s  ability  to  protect  con¬ 
sumers.  Consumers  who  en¬ 


counter  malfunctioning  equip¬ 
ment  may  not  be  issued  a  parking 
receipt  for  their  payment.  There 
may  be  a  discrepancy  between 
what  is  collected  at  the  parking 
stations  and  what  is  actually  re¬ 
ported  to  the  City.  Unless  the 
City  regularly  conducts  inspec¬ 
tions  and  performs  audits,  we 
will  not  know  whether  we  are 
fully  collecting  the  parking  taxes 
that  are  due. 

This  parking  tax  enforcement 
scheme  will  generate  more  rev¬ 
enues  and  provide  consumer  pro¬ 
tection.  This,  in  turn,  will  im¬ 
prove  current  city  programs  and 
services.

ones  in  the  bags.  As  soon  as  she 
walked  out  of  the  store,  she  was 
detained  by  two  store  security 
guards,  who  then  notified  the  po¬ 
lice.

m  public  sight  for  much  longer 
than  needed  for  the  weekly 
garbage  pickup.  Some  people 
said  that  their  neighbors  would 
leave  their  garbage  receptacles 
out  in  public  view  year  round, 
making  this  an  issue  of  urban 
blight,  health  and  safety. 

This  is  a  citywide  problem 
that  definitely  needed  to  be  ad¬ 
dressed.  Therefore,  I  have  spon¬ 
sored  legislation  that  would  ef¬ 
fectively  address  this  issue.  The 
legislation  requires  that  all 
garbage,  recycling  and  compost 
containers  be  returned  to  an  en¬ 
closed  area  or  other  area  that 
keeps  the  containers  out  of  plain 
sight  when  viewed  from  any  pub¬ 
lic  right  of  way.  I  believe  this 
legislation  will  address  the 
health,  safety  and  quality-of-life 
concerns  that  have  been  brought 
to  my  attention. 

The  director  of  public  works 
may  grant  a  written  waiver  of  the 
enclosure  requirement  based  on 
hardship,  feasibility  or  practicali¬ 
ty.  The  director  has  the  sole  dis¬ 
cretion  to  issue  the  waiver.  For 
more  information,  please  call  my

Two  plainclothes  police  offi¬ 
cers  driving  an  unmarked  vehicle 
responded  to  an  anonymous  re¬ 
port  involving  an  illegal  drug 
transaction.

Real  estate  mid-year  update 


Real  estate  news  is  a  hot  topic 
once  again.  But  this  time,  it’s  go¬ 
ing  the  other  way.  I  hear  from 
others  now  how  bad  the  market 
is,  how  there  are  so  many  homes 
on  the  market  and  that  prices  are 
dropping  now  that  interest  rates 
are  on  the  rise.  Let’s  look  at 
some  data  and  really  decide  for 
ourselves  where  the  market  is. 

I  examined  the  single-family 
home  markets  in  the  Richmond 
and  Sunset  districts  (because 
these  two  markets  generally  track 
very  closely  together)  and  com¬ 
pared  them  against  the  data  in 
San  Francisco  as  a  whole. 

For  the  first  six  months  in 
2006,  89  homes  sold  in 
Richmond  versus  92  in  2005,  a 
decrease  of  3.3  percent.  The  me¬ 
dian  price  went  from  $1,207,500 
in  2005  to  $1,075,000  in  2006,  a 
decrease  of  11  percent.  The  days 
on  the  market  went  from  35  to  36 
days,  a  negligible  amount. 

The  same  trend  was  apparent 
in  the  Sunset  area,  where  258 
homes  sold  during  the  first  six 
months  in  2(K)5  versus  225  in 
2006,  a  decrease  of  12.8  percent. 
The  median  price  went  from 
$850,000  in  2005  to  $808,000  in 
2006,  a  decrease  of  4.9  percent, 
and  the  days  on  the  market  went 
from  27  to  34  days  in  2(X)6,  a 
25.9  percent  increase  in  market¬ 
ing  time. 

In  San  Francisco  as  a  whole, 
the  number  of  sales  decreased  by 
12.2  percent  and  the  median 
price  dropped  by  4.6  percent 
over  the  first  six  months  of  this 
year. 

Thus,  it  is  evident  from  the 
data  that  all  the  indicators  are 
pointing  in  a  negative  direction 
for  the  first  six  months  of  2006. 
The  number  of  sales  is  down,  and 
median  sales  prices  are  lower 
than  in  2005. 

But  is  this  the  end  of  the  real 
estate  boom?  Are  prices  going  to 
continue  to  drop?  Are  we  in  a 
buyer’s  market?  What  should  I 
do  if  I  need  to  buy  or  sell?  These 
are  the  questions  real  estate  buy¬ 
ers  and  sellers  are  currently  ask¬ 
ing. 

Even  though  the  market  has 
slowed  from  the  frantic  pace  of 
the  past  few  years,  homes  are 
still  selling  at  a  brisk  rate.  The 
change  has  been  more  from  a 
seller’s  market  to  become  more 
balanced,  where  buyers  and  sell¬ 
ers  can  both  negotiate  for  a  fair 
deal.  The  San  Francisco  market, 
however,  is  not  even  close  to  be¬ 
coming  a  buyer’s  market  and 
probably  will  never  approach  a 
market  where  the  buyer  has  all 


the  negotiating  power.  Some 
properties  are  still  selling  for 
more  than  the  asking  price  with 
multiple  offers. 

Homes  that  are  in  tip-top  con¬ 
dition  and  in  good  locations  are 
still  very  hard  to  find,  and  they 
are  selling  for  high  prices.  It’s  the 
homes  with  some  defects  that  are 
lingering  on  the  market  some¬ 
what  and  selling  for  the  lower 
prices. 

Rising  interest  rates  definitely 
have  not  helped  the  real  estate 
market.  The  30-year  mortgage 
rates  are  hovering  around  6.5  to 
6.75  percent,  a  four  year  high, 
but  still  low  by  traditional  stan¬ 
dards.  The  economy  is  doing  no 
worse  than  the  last  few  years,  but 
the  buyer’s  sentiments  seem  to 
be  wait  and  see  -  that’s  what’s 
slowing  the  market  down. 


Also,  sellers  who  need  to  sell 
are  holding  back  because  they 
cannot  afford  to  buy  a  trade-up 
home.  I  have  not  seen  much  pan¬ 
ic  selling,  like  foreclosures,  so 
my  belief  is  that  we  will  have  a 
fairly  balanced  market  for  the 
rest  of  2006. 

My  advice  is  that  if  you  are 
thinking  about  buying  and  stay¬ 
ing  in  the  property  for  the  next 
five  years  or  more,  it’s  still  a 
good  time  to  purchase. 

If  you  are  thinking  about  sell¬ 
ing,  it  is  still  a  very  balanced 
market  and  with  some  work  and 
aggressive  marketing,  you  can 
still  realize  fairly  high  prices. 
You  can  put  the  money  to  work 
in  other  financial  investments  or 
trade-up  to  other  properties. 

Though  the  data  suggest  that 
the  real  estate  market  is  cooling 
down,  opportunities  are  still 
plentiful  for  shrewd  investors.

•  Replace  stop  signs  with  timed  traffic  lights. 
This  would  help  improve  the  traffic  flow,  espe¬ 
cially  during  busy  commute  hours; 

•  Add  pedestrian  bridges  so  homeless  people 
could  sleep  on  them; 

•  Improve  traffic  flow  on  JFK  by  allowing 
people  to  parallel  park; 

•  Build  an  above-ground  parking  garage. 

It  would  probably  serve  the  City  of  San 

Francisco  better  if  the  park’s  primary  role  was 
defined.  Then,  the  focus  could  be  put  to  improv¬ 
ing  the  park  to  help  it  achieve  that  goal.

The  drummer  Shelly  Manne  was  the 
biggest  influence  on  Bernstein.  As  a  writer 
for  “Modern  Drummer”  magazine  in  the 
early  ’80s,  Bernstein  got  a  chance  to  inter¬ 
view  his  hero.  Manne  died  a  week  later.  In 
the  late  ’60s,  while  Bernstein  was  perform¬ 
ing  as  a  rock  drummer,  he  became  increas¬ 
ingly  influenced  by  Mitch  Mitchell,  the 
drummer  of  the  Jimi  Hendrix  Experience. 

Bernstein  said  Monk’s  piano  playing 
taught  him  the  proper  use  of  space  and 
time.  He  learned  how  to  use  the  space  be¬ 
tween  notes  instead  of  trying  to  fill  in  ev¬ 
ery  possible  crevice  -  not  that  Monk  didn’t 
sometimes  overwhelm  the  listener  with  “a 
mountain  of  16th  notes.” 

In  the  mid-'80s,  Bernstein  began  to  de¬ 
velop  a  deeper  fascination  with  Monk  after 
watching  Perkoff  play  Monk’s  music  at 
Dizzy’s,  a  Geary  Boulevard  bar. 

“He  has  Monk  ingrained  in  his  soul,” 
Bernstein  said  of  Perkoff. 

Bernstein  said  he  eventually  began  to 


wonder:  “What  would  it  be  like  to  play  a 
whole  set  of  Monk?” 

After  more  than  a  decade  since  their 
initial  meeting,  Bernstein  approached 
Perkoff  about  making  a  trio  dedicated  to 
Monk’s  music.  That  was  seven  years  ago. 

One  day  at  Simple  Pleasures,  somebody 
accidentally  spilled  a  drink  on  the  piano, 
making  it  unplayable.  Perkoff  had  to  put 
up  with  a  poor  substitute  for  a  few  months 
until  Bernstein’s  mother  bought  a  better 
one. 

“Monk’s  music  communicates  the  high 
purpose  of  total  honesty  and  bravery  to  ex¬ 
press  yourself,  regardless  of  the  odds,” 
Perkoff  said. 

“It’s  all  about  the  music,”  Bernstein 
said. 

Monk's  Music  Trio  performs  free  of 
charge  at  Simple  Pleasures,  located  on 
Balboa  Street  between  35th  and  36th  av¬ 
enues,  every  other  Monday  after  8:30 
p.ni.
